Alfred Kauffmanna ction, account- 
ing, or some other phase of the 
company’s business, but, irrespective 
of its many ramifications, the fun- 
damental principles underlying busi- 
mess success are few in number and 
simple in character. To start with, 
the object of being in business is to 
make profits, and the index of suc- 
actually earned to the real profit- 
actually earned to the real profit 
making possibilities of the business. 


|

Having determined what these 


profit-making possibilities are, the | 


next step is to ascertain what the 
causes are, which contribute to fail- 
ure to realize these potential profits. 

We must find out to what extent 
this failure is due to manufacturing 
inefficiencies—to excessive sales 
costs—to short sighted or incorrect 
company policies—to defective ac- 
counting methods—to ineffective or 
inadequate advertising or to still 
other conditions. 

Bear this in mind—mergers of 
small companies into one large 
company provide no substitute for 
competent management. After 
they are set up and operating as a 
unit, their earnings, as in any 
other form of business, depend en- 
tirely on the sound judgment and 
foresight of the management. 

Men, then, are the most impor- 
tant factors in the conduct of any 
business. And what difference does 
it make whether we mention this 
before a gathering of foremen, 
salesmen or executives, when the 
cry is always the same. Forget the 
title tacked onto our names and 
look at it from the big-opportunity 
standpoint. Men grow by having 


responsibility laid upon them. You | 


may a foreman today and a 
superintendent or manager tomor- 
row. The same applies to the work- 
man under you. In a sense you are 
his manager. Encourage him, let 
him know that he has a chance to 
get ahead and that his chance lies 
in himself and you will get further 
than any scheme of profit sharing, 
bonus, or welfare work, though 


they all may be very helpful. 

The chance to say “Yes” to the 
question “Am I getting on” is what 
| appeals to most men. 
| You men here who are foremen. 
| Are you not the business man- 

agers of your department? Would 

you or could you do differently 
than you are now doing, if you | 
were able to put your department 
in a separate building, on a dif- | 
ferent lot, and put a sign with | 
your name over the door? 

You were not picked because you 
had a pull. As business manager 
of your department you were chosen 
because you had certain definite | 
| qualifications. You were a good | 
workman, a master craftsman. You | 
|understood the “know-how” of the| 
|business, and you know how to get | 
|along with people. 
| You know better than I do the! 
many petty things that come up 
during the day or week, the burden 
}of which must be borne by you. | 
You know the most important fac- 
tor is maintaining high quality and 
low cost. Why tell you anything 
about the direct loss due to spoiled 
work, or that rush jobs are always 
; more expensive than regular jobs? 

You need new men in your shop. 
Either you, the foreman or the em- 
ployment man must hire them. 
Both of you are poor salesmen if 
| you can't sell the job to the pros- 
pect, because, remember the man 
who asks for employment is a buyer 
of a job, and if you need him it is 
your business to sell him one. 

Some of you may, but all of you 
should, know more about the prac- 
tical knowledge of manufacturing 
economies and accounting—have a 
clear insight into such overhead 
jitems as equipment depreciations— 
|tool cost—scrap charges—supply 
costs—supervision and _ inspection 
charges and the like—in their re- 
lation to direct charges and total 
costs.

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: To Park or Not? 


EW YORK city, in an attempt to solve its extremely 

difficult traffic problem, has cut down the parking 
time limit to one hour. This is to eliminate the curb hog 
who makes a garage out of the public street. 

However, the Fifth Avenue Association has gone defi- 
nitely on record as being opposed to any further curtailment 
of parking privileges. The association sent a questionnaire 
to. its members, who comprise some of the most important 
merchants in the city. The returns showed that these mer- 
chants derived from 65 to 100 per cent. of their business 
from “the carriage trade,” which means simply automobile 
trade. To forbid this class of shopper the privilege of park- 
ing his vehicle would drive a great deal of trade from the 
exclusive shops of the 5th Avenue district. 

This parking problem is a complex one. If we permit 
unlimited parking, traffic is so congested that prospective 
customers cannot reach the shops at which they want to 
trade. If we eliminate parking altogether, clients in cars 
can only reach shops by walking or using cabs, unless their 
own vehicles are driven by chauffeurs. The hour limit 
would seem to be a helpful compromise, which will relieve 
the present situation for a time. 

But the real fact brought out by all this is that our 
present arrangement of streets and traffic flow is not 
going to serve us much longer. We have got to make 
over our urban highway systems completely and in that 
remaking we have got to give due consideration for the 
necessity for parking.

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| Stimulating Safety 

ECENTLY the Cleveland Automobile Club and the 
R Cleveland Safety Council sought to stimulate safe 
driving by treck operators by sponsoring a contest among 
drivers for ten of the big fleet operators in that city. The 
results were extremely satisfactory. During the 
May the trucks of these ten companies traveled a distance 
of 278,939 miles with but nine accidents registered. This 
works out at an average of 30,983 miles per accident. 

This figure is interesting in comparison with previous 
records, when the best month showed an accident per 19,000 
miles of travel. 

The interest in all this lies in the fact that it indi- 
cates unerringly that the accident toll can be cut down, 
if the necessity is forcefully enough impressed on drivers.

Truck Owners in Chicago 
Plan Shiit to Pneumatics 
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CHICAGO, July 5.—Members of 


the Chicago Truck Owners’ 

Association are preparing to sub- 
stitute pneumatic tires for the 
solids after this year and reports 
indicate that most of them have 
already made the change. 

The Illinois Legislature at the last 
Session passed speed laws which 
heavily penalize solid truck tires 
and economy dictates installation 
of the type that now operates under 
more liberal terms. The Legislature 
enacted a statute which provides 
that by July 1, 1930, all buses must 
be equipped with pneumatic tires, 


and it is generally accepted that the | 


Solid tire is making its last impor- 
tant stand as bus equipment. 


provements to sustain damage. 

The principal items of economy 
ascertained were:— 

Lower cost for installation. 

2. Longer life of tires in mileage. 

3. Opportunity to greatly over- 
load. 

Heretofore heavy trucking has not 
considered rapidity of movement of 
much consequence and the speed of 
trucks was not inchided as a fac- 
tor in the studies. Latterly, speed | 
has been taken into consideration 
and proved a material factor. 

Thus the principal items of un- 
necessary expense involved in hard 
tires were:— 

1. Low rate of speed and propor- 
tionate increased cost of drivers. 

2. Injury to car mechanism by 





weight. It has been found that 
such loads rack the vehicle struc- 
ture to such a degree as to mate- 
rially shorten its life, though little 
or no injury to the tires results. 
Thus the revenue from overloads is 
counteracted by the deterioration of 
the vehicle. 

The state limits speed of hard- 
tire trucks to fifteen miles an hour, 
or less in heavier classifications, 
and fifteen-mile-an-hour transport- 
ation on the public highways is 
practically obsolete. Trucks of simi- | 
lar weight and capacity may travel | 
over pavements without damaging 
them at the rate of thirty to forty | 
miles an hour, and the higher speed | 
is designated as legal by the stat- | 
utes. Revenue production from a 
truck delivering 300 miles a day is 
a quite different thing than the| 
revenue produced from 100 to 125 | 
miles a day. | 

Besides the economies confined to | 
the truck and its operation, there | 
is another important economy in| 
pneumatic tires, that of pavement |
